OTTAWA, Oct. 10. — (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
today announced that Canada is 
prepared to negotiate a treaty 
with China, relinquishing extra- 
territorial and related rights en- 
joyed by Canadians under exist- 
ing treaties between China and 
Great Britain.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10— 
(CP)—As a magnanimous 
gesture of political freedom 
and equality to the Chinese 
people the United States and 
Britain are willing to aban- 
don their extra - territorial 
rights in China, it was an-| 
nounced here last night by 
the state department. 

The Chinese ambassador was 
informed by Under Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles the two na- 
tions are prepared to negotiate 
a treaty with the Chinese Re- 
public providing for immediate 
relinquishment of the powers 
wrested from China by the west- 
ern powers in an earlier age, 
powers that have come to be re- 
garded in Chinese eyes as hu- 
miliating and offensive to a 
proud and free people. 

The conteinplated step has tre- 
mendous political significance and 
its bearing on the post-war world, 
particularly in Asia and the whole 


(AP) —The United States 
Navy announced today that 
a Japanese destroyer was 
sunk and a destroyer and

The enemy succeeded in rein- 
forcing his troops in Guadalcanal, 
site of the American air base in 
the Solomons, despite resistance 
from navy and marine corps air 
forces. 

A navy communique describing 
the attacks, which occurred earlier 
this week, also reported that the 
enemy had lost seven planes and a 
small launch in various recent ac- 
tions as against the loss of two 
American planes. 


HIT BY TORPEDO, BOMBS 

The cruiser, a 7.100-ton vessel of 
the Kako class, was hit by one tor- 
pedo and several bombs and set 
afire. It was observed still burning 
many hours after being attacked.

I am still alive.” Pte. Webb heaped high praise 
upon the Canadians who participated in the raid. 

The highlight on the sporting front today is the 
victory of the amazing St. Louis Cardinals over the 
powerful New York Yankees in the 1942 World 
Series. Today the Cards set back the Yanks 4-2 
in the fifth and deciding contest, behind the seven- 
hit pitching af 22-year-old rookie Johnny Beazley, 
his second win of the series.

Do It Now 


A solid basis for post-war reconstruc- 
tion is laid down in the three principles 
named by Prime Minister King in his ad 
dress to the American Federation of Labor 
at Toronto. : 

The essential requirements, Mr. King 
stated, are that there shall be useful em- 
ployment for all who are willing to work; 
that standards of living and housing shall 
be such as to ensure the health of the na- 
tion; and that there shall be insurance 
against privation resulting from unem- 
ployment, accident, death of the bread- 
winner, ill-health and old age. 

These were set out as being the min- 
imum safeguards which the nation should 
provide for the individual. They are, it 
is to be taken, the basic proposals upon 
which the plans of the Government for 
post-war readjustment are being drafted. 

From these propositions there can sure- 
ly be little dissent. They are self-proving, ° 
after the experience of the recent depres- 
sion, and in the light of wartime action. 
The depression showed the need of these 
safeguards, and the gigantic scale of war- 
time spending and activity has shown that 
they are practicable. 

It is, past and present facts have 
shown, both necessary and possible that 
every citizen of Canada shall have an op- 
portunity at all times to earn an honest 
living; that he and his family shall be able 
to live on a proper scale; and that none 
shall be without protection against ac- 
cident, destitution resulting from the 
death of the bread-winner, ill-health and 
old age. 

The statement of the Prime Minister 
commits the Government to proceed to set 
up these safeguards. With these estab- 
lished, Canadians could look forward to 
the coming of peace without apprehension 
that it will usher in an era of unemploy- 
ment and misery, following a post-war 
boom. And not only without such appre- 
hension, but with confidence that life in 
Canada in the years to come will be free 
of the fears which have always haunted 
those who must depend for a living on the 
proceeds of regular employment. 

This is the “new order” that is being 
planned for the people of this Dominion. 
An order in which human rights shall 
come first, and other considerations sec- 
ond. That is something worth working 
for and worth fighting for. 

The time to institute this security pro- 
gram is now. There is no reason for de- 
lay. Every consideration is an argument 
against delay. Now, when employment is 
general almost to the point of being uni- 
versal, is the time to build up the funds to 
carry the scheme. The necessary legisla- 
tion should be passed at the coming ses- 
sion of parliament, the machinery set up, 
and the program put “in heing” as quick- 
ly as possible,

If there is one country in the world 
whose people have particular cause to be 
thankful, that country is surely Canada. 
Our homeland has not been invaded nor 1s 
it imminently threatened. , No spectre of 
hunger stalks the land. No deadly epi- 
demic has visited the Dominion. 

Canadians sleep safely in their homes 
at night. They have an abundance of 
food and clothing and other essentials. . 
Very few of them are without steady em- 
ployment. Wages generally are sufficient 
to maintain a good standard of living, 
with some margin left over to take care of 
future possible needs.

On land and sea and in the air our 
fighting men have acquitted themselves 
with success anc, distinction. We have 
been privileged, und are still privileged, 
to send food and other needed supplies to 
our kinsfolk oversea, and to put weapons 
in the hands of those who fight for free- 
dom on every front in the world. 

The battle—our battle—is going not 
unfavorably. The outlook is definitely, 
and almost immeasurably, better than it 
Was 4 year ago. The great nation along- 
side which it is our good fortune to live, 
has thrown its might into the fray and its 
forces and ours are comrades-in-arms 
oversea, on the Atlantic and in the Paci- 
fic. Signs are not wanting that the tide 
is turning and that a year from now vic- 
tory and peace may be in sight. 

What more, in the circumstances of 
today, could we in reason ask? Let us be 
thankful.

His 
position at Kiska will now be subject to 
heavier, more continuous, and more diver- 
sified attacks than were possible when it 
could be reached only by bombers from 
more distant bases and by fighter-planes 
released from carriers. 


But the Andreanof base is also within 
bomber-hop of the Kamchatka peninsula. 
At present that is forbidden fighting 
ground, because Japan has not launched 
its long-threatened attack on Russia. 
Should it do so, the Russian bases in the 
peninsula would be open to United States 
and Canadian bombers, and from its air- 
fields the heart of Japan is within striking 
distance. Tokyo will not overlook that 
fact. 


Moscow has now somewhat less cause 
to worry about its eastern front, and 
Tojo has cause to reconsider the advis- 
ability of attacking Siberia. To do so 
would open the Russian bases there to air 
forces—and naval forces—from Russia’s 
Allies on this continent, and it is no part 
of Tokyo’s conquest program that the war 
should be fought on its own home front.

From the sideline, an observ- 
er can do little more about it than 
hope that our experts are smarter 
than their corresponding numbers 
in Vichy and Berlin.

“War finance is no more than 
book-keeping. Actual money does 
not matter any more. The same pen 
and the same gesture and exactly 
the same financial mechanics that 
provide any amount of funds to 
build planes and tanks and equip 
our armed forces, can be used to 
provide adequate retirement al- 
lowances, health insurance and un- 
emplovment insurance for every- 
body.” 

And this is exactly what Mr. King 
means 

The “obstacles to full employ- 
ment” he speaks of, were financial 
obstacles, the solemn dictates of 
“sound money.” But “sound mon- 
ey.” as Mr. King has obviously dis- 
covered, became a shattered myth 
the day after Canada got into the 
war. 

For our government financial 
men found that “sound money” 
principles would not work in war- 
time. They found that the only real 
money was the public credit. 

The latter is exhaustible. It is fi- 
nancing the war. ; 

And it can be made to finance 
what is second only to the equip- 
ment of our forces—the provision 
of social! security for our people in 
a manner thet will make democ- 
racy worth fighting and dying for. 


Why Not Now? 


There is no need, however, for 
the expenditure of huge govern- 
ment sums to launch a social se- 
curity program in this country — 
except to make a start. 

With employment and wages at 
an all-time peak, small sums de- 
ducted from weekly salaries would 
provide funds of millions of dol- 
lars to pay health insurance, un- 
employment insurance and decent 
retirement allowances. 

The time, therefore, to inaugur- 
ate such a program is right now— 
without one moment's delay. 

The Prime Minister of Canada, 
speaking publicly and officially, 
has declared that social justice and 
social security, in the details long 
urged by this newspaper, are in- 
| dispensible requirements for the 
| Canadian people.

| ten several articles on the subject 
myself because the use of fever or 
| thermotherapy is new, interesting 
and has some value. However, I 
wish to correct an impression that 
seems to have gained ground. 
Judging from: some recently re- 
|ceived letters some people have 
thought that | believe artificial 
fever is superior to the fevers 
which the body undergoes through 
the innate power which nature has | 
provided. T most decidedly do not 
believe that artificial fevers -are 
better than what might be called 
“natural” fevers. I believe that the 
internal functioning of the body is 
more intelligent as to its actual 
! needs than guess work on the part 
of a physician, Nature will make 
a fever reaction when it is needed. 
If the body hasn't enough vitality 
to produce a natural fever, the ap- 
plication of artificial heat to pro- 
duce a fever may actually injure+or 
destroy the living tissues 
Fevers are your friends, and they 
occur when you need them; how- 
ever, I do not believe that fevers 
are necessary if one lives so as to} 
prevent the morbid accumulation 
{of heating material in the body. 
They are needed, however, if the) 
morbid accumulation occurs and} 
one does not undergo a cleansing 
regimen to get rid of the over- 
weight, the fatty material and the 
other uneliminated waste = sub- 
stances and unless one avoids the 
intake of heating foods. Regard 
|fever as a drastic adjustment on 
the part of the body to the accum- 
ulated effect of years of wrong 
living. When fever occurs, it should 
be properly handled to assist na-|

ture in its cleansing, oxidizing 
effort 

I am sure that the natural re- 
j action of fever is much more satis- 
factory than the application of 
artificial imduced fever. Regard- 


less of the skill, training or reputa- 
tion of a physician, he may make 
mistakes, for he cannot see or com- 
prehend the requirements of the 
tiny cells, if he blindfolds himself} 
to the simple indications of how) 
the body is trying to heal itself 

At the present time there are a 
number of machines that are being 
|sold to doctors for oreating fevers 
in patients. Some of these are 
dangerous because they have not 
been sufficiently tried and no one 
knows exactly what results they 
may produce when used to induce 
fever in the many types of human 
subjects. I know of one experiment 
carried on in Los Angeles where 
}such a machine was used to raise!
